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Study: Men envy 
women’s successes 


Jealousy, insecurity when 
female partners do well

When your romantic partner experiences 
success, do you celebrate it or do you feel di- 
minished by it? 

According to a new study published online 
in the Journal of Personality and Social Psy- 
chology, your answer may depend on whether 
you're a man or a woman. After conducting a 
series of surveys and computer tests on het- 
erosexual couples in the US. and the Nether- 
lands, researchers concluded that men’s self- 
esteem was lower when a partner succeeded 
than when a partner failed, whereas women’s 
implicit self-esteem was not. 

“There is an idea that women are allowed to 
bask in the reflected glory of her male partner 
and to be the ‘woman behind the successful 
man,’ but the reverse is not true for men,” 
wrote lead author Kate Ratliff, an assistant 
professor of psychology at the University of 
Florida. 

In fact, researchers concluded that men au- 
tomatically interpreted a partner’s success as 
their own failure, even when they were not in 
direct competition. 

The study relied on five experiments in- 
volving roughly 900 men and women on 
college campuses and websites. In some ex- 
periments, couples were asked to write about 
episodes in which their romantic partner suc- 
ceeded or failed. Afterward, they completed a 


computerized word association test that was 
intended to gauge their level of self-esteem. 

Dutch students were included in experi- 
ments to counterbalance potential American 
cultural and gender biases. But Ratliff and 
co-author Shigehiro Oishi, a psychology pro- 
fessor at the University of Virginia, acknowl- 
edged that their findings were limited by the 
relatively young age of the study participants. 
Most were college undergraduates. 

The study authors offer a number of pos- 
sible reasons for the loss of male self-esteem. 
“From a very young age, boys’ playtime in- 
teraction tends to be marked by dominance- 
striving,” the authors wrote. “Young girls also 
pursue individual goals within social groups, 
but tend to do so while simultaneously striv- 
ing to maintain group harmony.” 

The authors cited prior research that sug- 
gested men generally portrayed themselves 
as being more competent than they actu- 
ally were. Being reminded of a time that their 
partner was successful might pose a threat to 
their own view of themselves. The authors 
also suggested that men may feel a threat to 
the relationship itself if they feel they have 
been outperformed. 

“Having a partner who experiences a suc- 
cess might hurt men’s implicit self-esteem 
because ambition and success are qualities 
that are generally important to women when 
selecting a mate,” the authors wrote. “So 
thinking of themselves as unsuccessful might 
trigger men’s fear that their partner will ulti- 
mately leave them.”

What to expect from designers 
at New York Fashion Week

Designers from around the world began unveil- 
ing their latest looks at New York Fashion Week on 
Thursday, as fashion buyers and editors assembled 
to see what will be au courant for spring with trend 
watchers expecting a season of simple silhouettes. 

Hundreds of shows are slated in New York over the 
next eight days, displaying looks for spring 2014, be- 
fore attention moves on to events in London, Milan 
and Paris. 

Longtime designer Carolina Herrera can be relied 
on for sleek sophistication and veteran Michael Kors 
for his clean lines. Mathieu Mirano has made a name 
for himself at age 22 designing for pop singer Lady 
Gaga. 

Others are harder to figure out in advance. Rose- 
anne Morrison, fashion director at The Doneger 
Group, experts in retail trends and forecasting, said 
she expects an abundance of skirts, A-line sheaths, 
cropped tops and soft pants in a departure from skin- 
tight looks of recent years. 


“T think we’re just moving into this whole mood of 
simplicity ... almost unencumbered,” she said. 

Tadashi Shoji, one of the first designers to appear 
Thursday, showed an abundance of sleeveless sheath 
dresses and cropped tops, separately or by pairing ab- 
breviated tops over sleek A-line silhouettes. 

The trend recalls the 1990s, said Ken Downing, 
fashion director at retailer Neiman Marcus. 

“Tt was that moment of being very pared down af- 
ter coming out of all the opulence of the ’80s,” he said. 

Giving a boost to the simpler clothes are innova- 
tions in fabrics such as latex and neoprene, Morrison 
said. Clothes now can be minimally cut or draped 
without losing character. 

“It’s finally advanced to the level where it’s got a 
softness too, but it still has substance,” she said. 

Shoji’s runway proved Morrison to be on target. 
The L.A.-based, Japanese-born designer brought 
out dresses of neoprene, some bell-shaped or square- 
necked with a full skirt, topped with embroidered 
tulle overlays and lace detail. 

Shoji said his Spring 2014 line of chiffons, rosettes a 
and frosted pastels was about “sweetness and libera- PHOTOS 
tion.”

‘Always sunny’ is murky

In an episode this season of “It’s Always Sunny 
in Philadelphia,” the inseparable, insuffer- 
able gang who run Paddy’s Pub begin whining 
about how their bar has never won an award. 

“We've alienated a lot of people,” says one 
character in a rare moment of self-realization. 

The episode is a tongue-in-cheek reference 
to the fact that while the cable series kicked off 
its ninth season Wednesday, it’s earned only one 
Emmy nomination—for stunt coordination. 

“I didn’t even realize when the nomina- 
tions came out,” said Kaitlin Olson, who, as 
the sweet, perpetually victimized Dee Reyn- 
olds, opened the season chain-smoking, guz- 
zling whiskey and eating month-old cake she 
retrieved from the garbage. “I think a couple 
days later, I started seeing on Twitter what a 
shame it was that we weren't on there and I was 
like, ‘Oh, right. It’s a shame. Again.’” 

It’s easy to chalk up the yearly omission to 
the fact that “Sunny” may feature the most 
outrageous, offensive characters not living in 
a town called South Park. Over the course of 
nearly 100 episodes, the quintet has proved 
time and again that their individual self-inter- 
ests trump family and friendship. They'll tram- 
ple a sibling for the last cheesesteak. 

But creator Rob McElhenney, who also 
writes and stars on the show, said he thinks 
that the continuing snubs have more to do 
with the fact that it took a while for the show 
to develop a significant audience, a task that 
partly was attained by enlisting Danny DeVito 
in the second season. 

“By the time we became a little part of the 
national, at least, television consciousness, we 
were already in our fifth season, and by that 
point, any Emmy voter might be thinking, 
‘Well, that’s not the new show. That’s the old 
show, ” said McElhenney, who once put on 50 
pounds just to create new story lines for his

character, Mac. “Once you’re in that category, 
it’s really tough to push back in.” 

Glenn Howerton, another cast member 
who also serves as a writer, said he thinks that 
the show’s willingness to go to some dark plac- 
es is part of its appeal. “These characters are 
representing some of the worst impulses that 
we all have,” he said. 

How long that formula will keep working 
is murky, FX, which has just moved the series 
to its new sister station FX X, has renewed the 
series for 20 additional episodes, but network 
president John Landgraf sounded pessimistic 
when asked about the future beyond that, cit- 
ing the show’s escalating costs. While the series’ 
grainy look may suggest that it’s produced with 
pocket change, the ambitious story lines, pop- 
music soundtracks and DeVito’s salary add up. 

It’s also possible that by the end of Season ro, 
the series will have run out of ideas. But don’t 
bet on it, said Charlie Day, yet another of the 
show’s writer/actors. “We only do 10 episodes a 
season, so you really don’t run the risk of burn- 
ing out. We can come up with 10 good ideas,” 
he said.

Jennifer Hudson 
tackles ‘intimidating’ 
role in ‘Winnie Mandela’

For Oscar- and Grammy-winning actress and 
singer Jennifer Hudson, the decision to play 
anti-apartheid activist Winnie Mandela in 
her first lead role was no easy matter, espe- 
cially when she saw what the former South 
African first lady meant to the nation. 

In the biopic “Winnie Mandela,” which 
opens Friday, Hudson plays the ex-wife of 
Nelson Mandela from the time she met him 
as a young woman through decades as the 
public face for her imprisoned husband’s 
fight against white rule. 

The film also depicts Winnie Mandela’s 
fall from grace when she is embroiled in 
murder and human rights violations before 
her husband is released from prison after 27 
years in 1990 and goes on to become South 
Africa’s first black president. 

“It was very intimidating for me, actu- 
ally,” said Hudson, who came to understand 
the pressure of her role when she arrived in 
South Africa and heard people talk about 
Winnie Mandela. 

“This is something they clearly trea- 
sure and take very seriously,” she added. “I 
thought if I am going to do this I have to be 
all in. I thought maybe I should go home. 
And then I thought, this is a story that I 
would want to be a part of and tell.” 

Hudson, 31, plays opposite fellow Chica- 


goan Terrence Howard in the role of Nelson 
Mandela. She spent four months in Africa 
for the film, which was shot in 2011 by South 
African director Darrell Roodt. 

“T had to lose weight for the film and also 
learn the accent,” Hudson said. “Everyone 
was worried about the physical. I was like, I 
am not worried about the losing weight part. 
I am more concerned with the accent.” 

To conquer it, she immersed herself in the 
South African culture and spent time where 
the Mandelas lived “just to be absorbed by 
their surroundings.” 

She knew she was on a good path when 
South Africans thought they were seeing 
Jennifer Hudson, but then heard her “Win- 
nie” accent and decided it was not the ac- 
tress and singer who rose to fame in 2004 as 
a finalist on “American Idol.” 

On the physical side, Hudson undergoes a 
transformation to portray Winnie Mandela’s 
own imprisonment, in which she becomes 
a bloated and disfigured woman spending 
months in solitary confinement and even 
talking to insects. 

While Winnie Mandela continues to be 
one of the most complex and polarizing pub- 
lic personalities in South Africa today—ad- 
mired by her supporters and vilified by op- 
ponents— Hudson said she didn’t want to 
be judgmental of the woman who became 
known as “the mother of the nation” in her 
portrayal. 

“There are two sides to every story. I 
thought, let’s tell the story and let people 
judge from there,” she said.

In case Chicago 
native Jennifer 
Hudson’s 
performance didn’t 
sufficiently confirm 
her miscasting 
as South African 
president Nelson 
Mandela’s wife (it does), the end credits 
of “Winnie Mandela” roll with the Oscar- 
winning actress/singer (“Dreamgirls”) belting 
out a tune by hitmaker Diane Warren. Hey, 
better than Winnie performing a sold-out 
concert. 

This superficial drama, filmed in 2010, 
primarily exists to applaud the icon, which 
didn’t keep the real Winnie Madikizela- 
Mandela from protesting the filmmakers’ 
refusal to let her consult. That choice is 
justified; productions about real people rarely 
feel objective when they serve as producers — 
or have you not seen “Keeping Up with the 
Kardashians”? So it’s particularly odd that 
director/co-writer Darrell Roodt still appears 
reluctant to process South African history 
with any perspective or complexity. Obscured 
truth disrespects history, and a biopic 
without strong writing and acting isn’t much 
of anything. 

For a film covering roughly six decades, 
“Winnie Mandela” has a short memory, 
frequently jumping ro years at a time without 
filling in the gaps. Before Winnie goes to 
study in Johannesburg in 1953, her dad says 
his former disappointment over Winnie 
being his sixth daughter has become pride.

And that’s the last we see of her family. Many 
years later, when she spends months and 
months in solitary confinement, makeup 
meant to make the resilient activist look 
dirty can’t hide her body’s lack of physical 
change. Though we don’t feel the prison 
time that’s passed for her husband, Nelson 
(Terrence Howard), he appears to have aged 
drastically, and she hasn’t at all. Toward the 
film’s end, when someone finally realized 
Winnie should look older, her puffy makeup 
makes you wonder if she was stung by a bee 
during a human-rights violations trial that 
the movie largely shrugs off. 

Important historical events and figures 
are always worth remembering, but not with 
such a one-dimensional, earnest effort that’s 
been fairly criticized for casting American 
actors to raise its profile. “Winnie” is a movie 
about the fight against persecution that itself 
shies away from depicting hardship, though 
its few sequences of violence and oppression 
are appropriately chilly. 

Adapting a biography of his subject, Roodt 
spends too much time talking about work 
being done and not enough on details, action 
and the country’s changing climate. Sadly, 
“Invictus” wasn't very good either. Here’s 
hoping the upcoming “Mandela: Long Walk 
to Freedom,” starring Idris Elba, favors depth 
over scope.

Rachel 
confesses to her therapist (Jane Lynch), 
aware that a wealthy, healthy married mom 
in L.A. has infinitely more privileges than, 
say, women in Darfur. 

Yet out of work and out of patience for 
a life that seems to have left its best days 
behind, Rachel’s boredom leads to a fixation 
on McKenna (Juno Temple), a stripper at 
a club where Rachel and Jeff party in an 
effort to rejuvenate their sex life. (Rachel’s 
vomiting prevents any boots-knocking; Jeff 
says “it’s OK” and clearly doesn’t mean it.) 
Since Rachel’s already spent time volunteer- 
ing with the homeless, McKenna’s in-flux 
living situation presents an opportunity to

help a young girl in need—and, really just 
an opportunity to do something new and 
exciting. 

I’m not sure I buy the way Rachel and 
McKenna’s relationship unfolds, but “After- 
noon Delight” represents something of a 
character-driven jolt to the subgenre of sad, 
middle-aged, white suburbanites. Much credit 
goes to Hahn, who’s great in a story about a 
world that, despite superficial wins, often isn’t. 


Even if she doesn’t have many fresh 
observations about long-term relationships 
or the pratfalls of our modern, technology- 
driven society, Soloway avoids most of the 
traps and cliches that come with movies 
about strippers. In fact, it’s the lack of 
judgment toward McKenna’s part-time 
sex work that makes “Afternoon Delight” 
refreshingly open-minded. Dan Savage 
would approve.
